A Millionaire Widow to be Married to 
a Millionaire Ex-Governor.

WASHINGTON, May 25,—The mis- 
chievous god has shot his flower-tipped 
arrows intoan ancient circleo, and 
among the desperately wounded are 
the Hon. Thomas Swann of Maryland 
and Mrs. J. W. Thempson of Trenton, 
N. J. Gov. Swann is nearly three score 
years and ten; his scant locks are silver 
gray. For many years he was presi~ 
dent of the Baltimere and Qhio rail- 
road company. In those days he was 
politically a whig. Later he became 
one of the pillars ot the know nothing 
party, and under the notorious plug 
ugly regime was twice elected mayor of 
Baltimore. During the war his sympa< 
thies were with the south, and he grad- 
ually drifted to the democracy. Being 
rich and powerful, he soon became a 
leader, and was elected governor of 
Maryland. 
hile in that position he was chosen 
United States senator by the legisla- 
ture, but declined the proffered honor 
because the then Lieutenant~Governor 
was a Republican and he deemed it 
impolitic to the place the State Govern- 
ment in his hands. After the expira~ 
tion of the gubernatorial term he was 
elected to Congress, and is now serving 
his fifth term in that body. 

Only a few weeks since his will was 
made public, whereinhe bequeathed 
about $3,000,000 to his children, grand- 
children and great grandchildren. 
Next we hear of his approaching nup- 
tuals with the widow Thompsons, rel- 
ict of the renowned President of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company, the 
man who raised Tom Scott from obecu- 
rity, and to whose position Scott has 
su.ceded. The great railway king left 
his widow with ready millions. Sne is 
a duughter of the late Aaron Ward of 
New York, a sister of Mrs. Samuel J.

THE HOUSE. 


‘Under the call of states, Mr. Wood 
introduced the following to establish a 
permanent sinking fund. It provides 
that there shall be appropriated for the 
fiscal year, commencing July, 1878, 
and for each succeeding year out of the 
custom revenues, the sum of $100,000,- 
000,which shall be applied. First,to pay 
the interest on the public debt. S:2c- 
ond, to the redemption or purchase of 
so much of the outstanding princi- 
pal of the public debt as can be pur- 
chased or reduced at not more than par 
and accrued interest. All bonds so 
purchased or redeemed is to cease to 
bear interest and to be cancelled and 
destroyed. It also repeals the act pro- 
viding for an annual sinking fund. 
Section 5 of the bill provides that the 
act shall be known as the sinking fund 
act of 1878. 
Among the bills introduced and re- 
ferred to-day was one by Vance, of 
North Carolin& to amend the bank- 
rupt law so as to secure tothe debtor 
his homestead to the value of $1,000 
and $500 of personal property. 
The army appropriation bill was got 
out of the committee of the whole, and 
in the house the gmendment increas~ 
ing the army to 25,000 men was defeated 
by two majority. The force, therefore, 
is fixed in the bill at 20,000. A final 
vote on the passage of the bill was not 
reached.

THE SENTENCE OF KELSEY. 

In sentencing the prisoner, Judge 
Hillyer made the following remarks : 

It was with a good deal of hesitancy thitI 
granted a new trial in this case. I deliberated 
long and came very nearrefusing it. ButI am 
glad that I granted a new trial. The court 
would have been satisfied, of conrse, if the sec- 
ond jury had acquitted the prisoner—but they 
have not acquitted him. 

As it is I certainly feel fortified in the belief 
that justice has run its proper course, and that 
when the defendant reczives the penalty of the 
law, he deserves it. My conscience is at rest. 


/The verdict is right. The administration of 


justice (in which I have aided, and for which I 
am in part respousible) hag reached a proper re- 
sult. I don’t know that I can do any good by 
making any commentary on the facts of this 
case. If I thought anything I could 
say would prevent b solitary sin, 
Or deterany otaers from a violation of the 
law, I would be ready tosayit. Buta talk from 
the bench for the purpose of lacerating the feel- 
ings of the condemned man is not my purpose. 
The sole purpose of punishment is to deter 
wrong doers. I will say, however, that this 
prisoner is a man who, in the natura! course of 
things, it is to he hoped, will survive the expir. 
ation of the sentence which I shall pass upon 
him. I hope that this will be a lesson to him. 
I think that a more careful study of the duties 
of a citizen would be profitable. His manner 
on both trials—more so on the first trial than the 
last—seem to show a want of due knowledge of 
the obligation of mento the other sex; a flip 
pancy in him on subjects of virtue and morality 
which, if he will try, he can improve. 
A lesson like this can accomplish its object 
The prisoner certainly has intelligence enough 
to understand it, and I hope it is the last time 
he will ever enter this court, or any other court, 
under similar circumstances. The greaest ca- 
lamity in this life is to commit crime—to be 
guilty ofcrime You may cat off a man’s limb, 
or destroy his station, but after all, if his integ- 
rity is maintained he is not really huit. The 
wound is outside. The poison of guilt is what 
is of real consequence. 
, Here ig a young man with a young wife, and a 
young imiant born since this thing Dappeneu, 
whom he has never seen, and he has brought 
himself and them under a terrible disgrace. It 
may have been that he was under a severe 
temptation; but the reason that the law im- 
poses @ penalty is that the dread of the penalty 
may be greater than the temptation, and will 
Geter men from the commission of the of- 
fence. Women are comparatively helpless 

The law is rightin drawing these safeguards 
around the weaker sex. The consequences of 
this deed are melancholly to consider. I don’t 
care to go into the reasons why I will moderate 
this punishment; but, lookin. into the whole 
case, I have written out this sen ‘ence, 

The sentence of the court was here read, be- 
ing three years in the penitentiary.

THE BLUCK CASB. : 
The Work of the Commission of the 
Atlanta Presbytery. 


Last Sunday morning was a very in~ 

teresting time at the Central Presbyterian 
church.

Sunday 
day morning was appointed for the time 
of its report, The sermon was 
preached by Rev. Henry Quigg of 
Conyers, from the text, “By grace we are 
saved.” The discourse was intended to teach 
the beauty and power of Christian love, and to 
show how it can avail to heal all differences 
which are so apt toturn into bitterness. The 
thoughts of the discourse were briefiy expressed, 
and its tone was most appropriate to the occa- 
sions and the circumstances. At the conclusion 
of the sermon, RevSS8 Gaillard, of Griffin, the 
chairman of the commission, rose and read its 
decision to the congregation. 
_ It was brief and pointed, and spoke plainly on 
the case. First, it declared against the policy 
pursued by those who took exceptions to the 
three sermons of Dr. Leftwich on the subject of 
dancing, and pronounced their action in the 
premises improperand deeply to be regretted. 
It sypealed to them in affectionate and earnest 
terms to come back and join their brethren in 
the support of the church and the maintenance 
of a spirit of Christian forbearance and love in 
all the bearings of the disputed case. 

In the second place, the commission appealed 
to the pastor not to re-open any of the wounds 
of the recent sad disruption, and in all gentle 
ness and charity to deal with those who differed 
from his views of right and Christian propriety 
in certain matters. It advised him not to ag- 
gravaie any troubles already existing, but in all 
things, to try and soothe the heart burnings which 
now afilict the congregation. 

The paper further stated that the case was in 
the courts of the church where the principles 
involved wouid be clearly set forth and pfo- 
claimed by the highest authorities of the 
church, and that in the meanwhile both par- 
ties should forbear with each other’s faults, and 
should join in earnest prayer and hope for the 
settlement of all troubles and the restoration of
